Speech  of  the  Hon.  Owen  Lovejoy, 


pjinrei  in  the  U.  S.  Route  of  Rtpraentatives,  April  5, 1860. 

Tn*  House  being  in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  oh 
tbe  state  of  the  Union— 

>1-  Lovejoy  said  :  Mr.  Chairman,  the  House  has 
nJn  occopied  for  several  days  in  the  discussion  of  the 
mbiect  of  polygamy.  Tbe  Republican  party,  of  which 
I  am  a  member,  stands  pledged  since  1856  to  the  exler- 
aination,  so  far  as  the  Federal  Government  has  tbe  power, 
of  the  twin  relics  of  barbarism— slavery  and  polygamy. 
They  have  this  power  in  the  Territories  of  the  United 

StNbWi  sir.  as  we  anticipate  a  death  blow  having  been 
riven  to  one  of  these  twins,  I  propose  to  pay  my  respects 
to  tbe  other.  I  want  to  see  them  strangled  and  go  down 
toeeiber,  as  they  both  richly  deserve. 

Mr.  Cob* — I  rise  to  a  question  of  order. 

The  Chairman— The  gentleman  will  state  his  question 
of  order. 

Mr.  Cobb— I  was  going  to  raise  a  question  of  order 
apon  the  right  of  the  gentleman  to  discuss  tbe  question 
iJthe  "  twiu  relics,” under  the  n:w  rule  we  have  adopted. 
However,  I  will  not  interfere  ;  the  gentleman  may  go  on 
with  bis  speech. 

Mr.  Lovejot — I  am  entitled  to  the  floor;  1  do  not 
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Mr.  Singleton— The  gentleman  from  Illinois  shall  not 
make  that  speech  upon  this  side  of  tbe  House. 

Mr.  Bubnett— There  is  a  rule  of  this  House  which 
requires  each  man  to  speak  from  his  seat.  The  gentleman 
from  Illinois  was  not  in  his  seat  when  he  was  speaking. 
He  cannot,  and  he  shall  not,  cross  this  hall  to  this  side  in 
a  menacing  manner.  He  shall  not,  let  tbe  consequences 
be  what  they  will.  He  must  speak  from  his  seat 

Mr.  Grow — I  move  that  the  Committee  rise. 

The  Chairman— Gentlemen  mast  resume  their  seats 

Mr.  Cex— Let  the  gentleman  from  Illinois  take  his 
seat. 

Mr.  Washburns  (Ill.)— Let  others  be  seated,  and  let 
my  colleague  proceed. 

Mr.  Potter— The  gentleman  from  Illinois  can  take 
care  of  himself  without  the  assistance  of  tbe  other  side. 

Mr.  Kellogg  (Ill.)— I  say  to  gentlemen  that  my  col¬ 
league  shall  speak ;  that  he  is  in  order,  and  will  not  com¬ 
mit  a  breach  of  the  rules  of  the  Hou-e ;  if  be  does,  I  will 
be  tbe  first  to  rebuke  him ;  but  be  shall  have  his  rights 
according  to  the  rules  of  tbe  House,  and  in  nowise  shall 
they  be  abridged  or  interfered  with.  He  shall  be  beard 
upon  this  floor,  and  at  this  time. 

Mr.  Briggs— Then  let  him  go  upon  his  own  side. 

The  Chairman— The  Chair  calls  the  Committee  to 
order;  and  if  gentlemen  do  not  come  to  order,  he  will 
call  the  Speaker  to  the  chair  and  report  tbe  disorder  to 
the  House. 

Mr.  Florence — I  move  that  the  Committee  rise.  It 
k  impossible  to  quell  the  disturbance  without  doing  so. 

The  Chairman — The  Speaker  will  take  tbe  chair. 

The  Chairman  (Mr.  Wasbburne,  Me.)  vacated  the 
chair,  and  the  Speaker  resumed  it. 

The  Speaker— The  Chair  calls  the  House  to  order.  I 
desire  gentlemen  of  the  House  to  take  their  seats 

Mr.  Florence — Every  oue,  upon  either  and  all  sides. 

Mr.  John  Cochrane — Tbe  Committe  has  risen  ;  has 
it  not? 

The  Speaker  — The  Chair  requests  gentlemen  to 
respect  tbe  authority  of  tbe  House,  and  take  their  seats. 

Mr.  Barksdale— Order  that  black-hearted  scoundrel 
and  nigger-stealing  thief  to  take  bis  eeat,  and  this  Bide  of 
the  honse  will  do  it. 

Mr.  McQueen— We  will  allow  nobody  to  come  over 
from  that  side  of  tbe  Honse  and  bally  ns  on  this  side. 
[Cries  of  “  Sit  down  I  ”  “  Sit  down  !  ”  from  nil  sides  of 
the  House] 


Mr.  Bocock — I,  for  one,  will  do  so  with  pleasure, 
promptly,  when  the  Speaker  requires  it.  I  only  ask  that 
everybody  shall  do  so.  I  think  ibis  whole  matter  can  be 


or  without  it. 

The  Chairman— The  Chair  supposes  that  general 
debate  is  m  order  upon  this  bill,  the  House  now  being 
iotbe  Committee  of  tbe  Whole  on  the  state  of  the  Union, 
sad  no  special  order  pending. 

Mr.  Lovejot— I  was  about  to  say,  when  interrupted, 
that  I  am  aware  that  tbe  practical  question  presented  to 
this  House  and  to  the  country  is  whether  slavery  shall 
be  extended  beyond  its  present  limits  ;  as  that  is  tbe  only 
question  over  which  they  have  exclusive  jurisdiction. 
ADd  if  slavery  were  contented  to  remain  restricted,  and 
find  its  future  where  it  now  is,  we  might,  perhaps,  forbear 
this  discussion.  But  when  it  is  proposed  to  extend  what 
is  termed  an  institution— bnt  which  is  not  an  institution, 
which  is  simply  a  practice — the  question  naturally  arises, 
wbat  is  tbe  nature,  what  are  the  ioflaeuees,  and  wbat  are 
tbe  elements  of  this  practice?  and  what  will  they  prove 
to  be  if  allowed  expansion?  I  am  aware  it  has  been 
stated  upon  this  floor  that  the  morale  of  slavery  Is  set¬ 
tled  ;  that  its  ethics  are  no  longer  to  be  discussed  ;  that 
they  were  settled  ages  ago  by  the  Stagirite  of  Greece,  and 
hav’a  been  reaffirmed  and  reestablished  by  tbe  chanticleer 
of  Ohio  (Mr.  Cox),  in  rhetoric  gorgeons  as  sunset’s  glow. 
Wc  are  told  that  where  slavery  will  pay,  slaveholding 
will  go.  Precisely  upon  the  same  principle  we  might  say 
that  where  robbery  will  pay,  robbery  will  go;  where 
piracy  will  pay,  piracy  will  go ;  and  where  adipose  hnmau 
flush  is  cheaper  than  that  of  beeves,  cannibalism  will  go, 
because  it  will  pay.  Sir,  tbgm  robbery,  than  piracy,  than 
polygamy,  Blaveholding  is  worse — more  criminal,  more 
injurious  to  man,  and  consequently  more  offensive  to  God. 
Slaveholding  has  been  justly  designated  as  the  sum  of  all 
vtllany.  Put  every  crime  perpetrated  amoug  men  into  a 
moral  crucible,  and  dissolve  and  combine  them  all,  and 
the  resultant  amalgam  is  slavebolding.  It  has  the  vio¬ 
lence  of  robbery. 

A  Member— You  are  joking. 

Mr.  Lovejot — No,  air ;  I  am  speaking  in  dead  earnest, 
before  God,  God’s  own  truth.  It  has  the  violence  of  rob¬ 
bery,  the  blood  and  cruelty  of  piracy ;  it  has  the  offensive 
and  brutal  lusts  of  polygamy,  all  combined  and  concen¬ 
trated  in  itself,  with  aggravations  that  neither  one  of  these 
Crimea  ever  knew  or  dreamed  of. 

Mr.  Chairman,  the  justification  of  slavery  is  placed, 
so  far  as  I  know,  mainly  upon  these  grounds :  tbe 
inferiority  of  the  enslaved  race ;  the  fact  that  enslaving 
men  imparts  Christianity  and  civilization  to  them ; 
and,  thirdly,  the  guarantees  of  the  Constitution.  These 
are  the  three  main  arguments  presented  to  justify 
slavery,  and  consequently  to  justify  its  expansion. 
And,  by  the  way,  1  hold  that  the  extreme  men,  as 
they  are  called,  on  this  question,  are  the  only  men 
who  have  tbe  logic  of  it.  I  am  right,  or  tbe  fire-eaters 
are  right  If  slavery  is  right  in  Virginia,  it  is  right 
in  Kansas.  If  4  is  wroug  in  Kansas,  it  is  wrong 
everywhere.  Now,  Bir,  in  regard  to  tbe  first  poiDt— tbe 
inferiority  of  the  enslaved  race.  We  may  concede  it  as 
a  matter  of  fact  that  it  is  inferior ;  but  does  it  follow, 
therefore,  that  it  is  right  to  enslave  a  man  simply  because 
he  is  inferior  ?  This,  to  me,  is  a  most  abhorrent  doctriue. 
It  would  place  the  weak  everywhere  at  the  mercy  of  the 
strong  ;  it  would  place  the  poor  at  the  mercy  of  tbe  rich  ; 
it  would  place  those  that  are  deficient  in  intellect  at  the 
mercy  of  those  that  are  gifted  in  mental  endowment. 

Tbe  principle  of  enslaving  human  beings  because  they 
*te  inferior  is  this :  If  a  man  is  a  cripple,  trip  him  up ; 
•I  he  is  old  and  weak,  and  bowed  with  the  weight  of  years, 
strike  him,  for  he  cannot  strike  bock;  if  idiotic,  take 
advantage  of  him  ;  and  if  a  child,  deceive  him.  This, 
sir,  this  is  the  doctrine  of  Democrats,  and  the  doctrine  of 
Ofcvib  as  well,  and  there  is  no  place  in  the  universe  out¬ 
side  the  five  points  of  hell  and  the  Democratic  party 
•here  the  practice  and  prevalence  of  such  doctrines 
•ould  not  be  a  disgrace  (laughter).  If  the  strong  of  the 
?*rth  are  to  enslave  tbe  weak  here,  it  wonld  justify  angels 
m  enslaving  men,  because  they  are  superior  ;  and  arch- 
*°Rri8  in  torn  would  be  justified  in  subjugating  those  who 
***  inferior  in  intellect  and  position,  find  ultimately  it

Mr.  Burnett— 1  rise  to  a  privileged  question. 

Tbe  Speaker — The  Chair  cannot  recognize  anybody, 
until  gentlemen  take  their  seats. 

Mr.  Burnett — Then,  let  everybody  take  his  seat,  and 
let  order  be  enforced. 

The  Speaker— Gentlemen  will  take  their  seats,  with¬ 
out  distinction. 

Members  gradually  withdrew  from  the  open  area  in 
front  of  tbe  Speaker’s  chair,  and  resumed  their  seats. 
Order  being  at  length  restored, 

Mr.  Washburn,  of  Maine  (Chairman  of  tbe  Commit¬ 
tee),  said— In  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the  state 
of  tbe  Union  disorder  arose,  which  prevented  tbe  transac¬ 
tion  of  business,  and  tbe  Chair  was  compelled  to  call  the 
Speaker  to  the  chair,  and  to  report  the  facts  to  the  House. 

Mr.  Ely — I  move  that  tbe  House  do  now  adjourn.

The  Chairman — The  Chair  is  aware  that  such  has 
been  the  custom  ;  but  if  tbe  rale  is  insisted  on,  it  is  tbe 
duty  of  the  Chair  to  enforce  it. 

Mr.  A  drain— I  hope  it  will  be  insisted  on. 

The  Chairman  — The  gentleman  from  Illinois  will 
speak  from  his  seat. 

Mr.  Lovejot — I  have  no  seat. 

Mr.  Ashlet— Nor  any  other  member. 

Mr.  Lovejot  (taking  his  place  in  the  Clerk's  desk) 
resumed — Mr.  Chuirmao,  I  was  about  stating,  when  in¬ 
terrupted,  that  tbe  principle  npon  which  slavebolding  was 
sought  to  be  justified  in  this  country  wonld,  if  carried  out 
in  the  affairs  of  the  universe,  transform  Jehovah,  tbe 
Supreme,  into  an  infinite  Juggernaut,  rolling  the  huge 
wheels  of  his  omnipotence,  axle-deep,  amid  tbe  crushed, 
and  maogled,  and  bleeding  bodies  of  human  beings,  on 
the  ground  that  he  waa  infinitely  superior,  and  that  they 
were  au  inferior  race. 

Mr.  Gartrrll  (in  his  seat) — The  man  is  crazy. 

Mr.  LovfcjOY — The  second  gronnd  upon  which  it  is 
attempted  to  justify  slavery,  or  slaveboldiug,  is  that  it  is 
a  mode  of  Imparting  Christianity  and  civilization  to  tbe 
slaves.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  like  to  know  bow  slave- 
holding  communities  can  impart  that  of  which  they  are 
not  in  tbe  possession  ?  The  truth  is  that  tbe  practice  of 
slavebolding  has  a  powerful  tendency  to  drag  communi¬ 
ties  back  to  barbarism.  It  is  actually  having  that  effect 
upon  tbe  slave  States  of  this  Union  ;  aod  were  it  not  for 
the  Christian  women  that  have  gone  from  free  States  and 
intermarried  in  the  slave  Stats — and  were  it  not  for  those 
noble  women  of  the  slave  States,  that  preserve  womanly 
purity  and  Christianity,  in  spite  of  the  unhappy  influences 
of  slaveholding,  tbe  slave  States  to-day  wonld  be  as  far 
back  in  barbarism  as  the  State  of  Mexico. 

It  is  simply  from  that  infiltration - 

Mr.  Singleton— I  wish  to  know  if  tbe  gentleman 
intends  to  cast  any  insinuation  or  slur  on  tbe  women  of 
the  South.  I  waut  to  know  that,  distinctly  and  empha¬ 
tically  ;  because,  if  he  does,  I  will  bold  him  personally 
accountable  for  it. 

Several  Members — Oh,  no.  He  gives  all  praise  to 
the  women  of  tbe  South.  He  compliments  them. 

Mr.  Singleton — I  repeat,  that  if  he  intended  U  asperse 
Southern  women,  or  to  compliment  tbe  women  of  the 
North  at  their  expense,  I  will  hold  him  accountable  for  it. 

The  Chairman— The  gentleman  from  Mississippi  is 
not  in  order.  Tbe  gentleman  from  Illinois  will  proceed. 

Mr.  Lovejot — It  is  simply  by  this  contact  with  free 
communities ;  it  is,  as  I  said,  from  the  fact  that  Christian 
women  went  from  free  States,  and  that  the  Christian 
women  of  slave  States— who  have  not  tbe  poor  privilege 
that  Sarah  of  old  had  of  sending  tbe  Hagars  and  Ishmaels 
to  the  wilderness — maintained  their  parity  and  Christian 
character,  and  their  testimony  against  the  system,  that 
they  were  prevented  from  that  retrocession  toward  bar- 
barisoQ. 

Several  Members — That  is  what  he  said  before. 

'  Mr.  Lovejot — Sir,  if  you  step  into  tbe  Smithsonian 
Institution,  or  into  the  Patent  Office,  you  will  find  imple¬ 
ments  of  husbandry  imported  from  Japan  and  China, 
showing  jast  about  the  same  development  in  civilization 
as  the  implements  that  yon  find  on  tbe  plantations.  Now, 
sir,  the  truth  is  that  the  practice  of  slaveholding  drags 
slavebolding  communities  further  below  the  plane  of  the 
Christian  civilization  of  the  age  than  tbe  civilization 
which  the  slave  receives  elevates  him  above  the  plane  of 
heathenism  by  being  held  in  these  Christian  communities. 
Sir,  how  do  they  impart  civilization  and  Cnmtianity  ? 
It  is  a  strange  mode  ot  Christianizing  a  race  to  turn  them 
over  into  brutism  without  any  legal  marriage.  Among 
tbe  four  million  slaves  in  this  country,  there  is  not  a  sin¬ 
gle  husband  or  wife.  There  is  not  legally  a  single  father 
or  child.  There  is  not  a  single  home  or  hearthsene 
among  these  fonr  million.  And  you  propose  to  civilize 
and  Christianize  a  people  without  giving  them  homes, 
without  allowing  them  tbe  conjugal  and  parental  rela¬ 
tions,  and  without  having  those  relations  sanctioned  and
